Hut a t that tim e 
th e United States liad just em erged 
from an internecine war which showed 
th sl this country |»osae8He<l unexam ­ 
pled m artial resources. The Merri- 
mac and the M onitor had, sim ultane­ 
ously, made II a m atter of extrem e 
curiosity witli all naval power* us to 
w hether their existing navies were 
worth the pow der to blow them to 
J>avy Jones’s looker. U nder the cir­ 
cum stances, they wore not anxious to 
try any dangerous experim ents. All 
this has been bravely changed since. 
They have l»een adding to their ofTen- 
■ivo anil defensive arm am ents during 
tw o decades, while the U nited States 
has been doing nothing. O ur people 
have been pursuing th e happv go- 
luckv plan of taking things as they 
cam e, paying no heed to the fact that 
they often come uiniss, and when 
jieople least look for disaster.

The great linpodim eni to oui gM- 
ting u navy heretofore has been tliut 
although plenty of m oney lias iieeu 
appropriated by Congress for that 
purpose it hns been, to use the most 
inoffensive phrase we can find ready 
to our hands, “ hom sw oggled" by 
Roach, Kobesun and their fallow cor­ 
m orants. M illions upon millions of 
dollars have been sunk, so toupeak, 
In the depths of the sail sea 
Now 
that we have a Dem ocratic adm inis­ 
tration it ought to Ik« |*ossiblo to 
secure a sm all but serviceable navy. 
If it lias been satisfactorily dem on­ 
strated that we can’t build it we 
ought to go into the m arkets of the 
world and buy the nucleus of it, as 
Italy, Turkey and Chile have done.
